In 1 004 they were the pioneers 
In the side line of hygiene lectures. Then 
In 1905 South Field was thrown open 
to the classes for live weeks in the 
fall. This new Innovation of athletics 
bids fair :o be even more successful 
than the foregoing ones.

That the University is in no danger from the fact that two 
eases of smallpox have been discovered is certain. Steps have 
been taken to safeguard the health of the student body. In this 
the authorities have shown their wisdom. 

We would suggest that those of the students who are in any 
way run down should see to it that they are duly vaccinated. 
This is a measure of precaution which all should take not only 
in their own interest but in the interest of the health of others with 
whom they come in contact. 

We feel safe in predicting that there will be no epidemic in 
our midst. The origin of the cases that have already developed 
seems to warrant such a conclusion. But there is evidently a wave 
of the disease threatening the city. 

For this reason we would urge upon the students the necessity 
of exercising care in the matter of selecting pleasure resorts and 
other rendezvous, for a time at least. 

The effect of any serious outbreak in the University com- 
munity would be appalling. It will be wise under the circum- 
stances to bear in mind the adage, "An ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure."

Ottawa Power Houses Are 
Inspected By McGill Boys 

Fine Overnight Trip to Capital City Taken by Electricals — Power 
Carried Beneath Streets — Hydro-Electric Power Plant 
Connected With Chaudière Falls

For some time past it has been the 
custom of tho Electric Club ot McGill 

University to visit different power 
houses In order to get a clearer idea 
of station lay-out. The first trip of 
Uie year was made during tho week. A 
speeial car was attached to the train 

which left for Ottawa on Wednesday 
night, and the McGill yell informed the 
populace of the reason. 

Tho students occupied thb ear din ing 
tho night, ami on Thursday, accompan- 
ied by Dr. Herdt, Prof. Gray and Mr. 
Burr, of the Electrical Engineering 
staff, they visited tho hydro-cloctric 
developments of the Chaudière falls, in 
the Ottawa river, and Hie Slater street 
sub-station. This station is the dis- 
tributing centre ot Hie OttilWtl Elec- 
tric Co. and Is fed from power houses 
Nos. i. 2 ami :i, and the system re- 
presents the more modern methods of 
station switching equipment, and lay- 
out. 

DR. HERDT DESIGNS. 

It was designed by Dr. llcrdt Mr. 
Tturr, has also been working on the 
design for a number ot years. 

Power house N'o. 2 contains three 
units of 1,500 ICV.A. at 2,300 volts, 
and lias space for a fourth. The gen- 
era tors an 1 direct connected to water 
turbines, operating under a head of 3,' 
feet. 'Phis station lias been chosen as 
the centralizing point of the three, it 
is equipped witli a new electrically op- 
erated circuit breaker structure, Willi a 
control panel-type switch board. Two 

of the 1,500 K.V.A. machines are con- 
nected through mechanically operated 
switches to a bus liar, which is in turn 
connected by an electrically operated 
switch to tills special structure, making 
a switching unit of 8,000 K.V.A. The 
leads from power stations Nos. 1 and 
wiiii certain other tic lines an- also| 
connected to these bus bars. No. I is 
the old hydro-electric power house, with 
a capacity of 3,000 K.V.A. at 2,300 
volts, and No. :i contains iwo turbo- 
generator sets with a capacity of (',.000 
K. V. A. The Wcstinghnuso 1 'arsons 
steam turbines are direct connected to 
the generators, and operate at 1,1'uO 
K.P.M. This station forms tho re- 
serve which the constancy of modern 
service demands, The boilers are al- 
ways under steam, but the station Is 
used only In the case of break-down or 
fall of water in the river. 

TRANSFORMED FOR DISTRIBU- 
TION, 

In station No. ? the power is trans- 
formed rrom 2.J0O to 12,0(i0 volts in 
order to be transmitted to Hie sub- 
station in the centre of the city. The 



distance is only a mile and a. half, yet 
the saving in copper and power loss 
more than repays the cost of the extra 
Installation, This has been made i>os- 
sible by the reduction In tho price of 
transformers. Tho power la transmitted 
Underground, and the switching is so 
arranged that any circuit may be oper- 
ated separately, 

The sub-station contains throe hanks 
of transformers, and the power Is 
stepped down again lo 2,200 volts. 
These transformera are water-cooled, 
and after passing through the trans- 
former, the water enters a tank from 
w hich it is pumped to the top of a cool- 
ing lower. The tanks contain enough 
water for a week. The only loss is 
that due to evaporation, and the cosi 
of cooling is reduced to less than one- 
sixth of what it would otherwise tie. 
The station also contains two motor 
generator sets, which supply direct 
current at 550 volts. All outgoing 
lines are underground ns well. 

OTTAWA- HULL, POWER CO. 

Tho parly also visited the old Ot- 
tawa-Mull power house, which gene- 
rates both two and throy phase, the 
latter at 11,000 volts. The new power 
house, which is in course of erection, 
was also visited. The wheels In this 
plant will probably be the largest four 
runner horizontal wheels that. have 
been constructed. 

The power house pulp mill and 
match factory, of the K. B, Eddy Co., 

were also visited. 

Tho members of the party were the 
guests of Dr. Herdt for luncheon at 
the Laurentlan Club. Mr. a. a. nion, 
general superintendent of the Ottawa 
Electric. Co. was also present. 

NEVER EIRE THIS. 

The trip was much enjoyed by all, 
and one of th'- number was merely ex- 
pressing tho opinion of others, when, 
after Hie luncheon he declared, "Mont- 
real was never like tills, and the tickets 
are good for a month." 

The call of the eighth attendance rule, 
how'ever, proved effective, for most of 
the boys were able to report for duty 
Friday morning, a fart worthy of com- 
mendation, considering the number of 
incidents, amusing and otherwise, 
which occurred during their stay In the 
capital city. These are too numerous 
to mention, and need not be recorded 
to bo remembered. 

Duo lo tho memhers of the staff and 
the courtesy of tho managers ot the 
different companies, tho trip was a 
great succss, and will long be remem- 
bered as an Instructive and enjoyable 
one.
